Houſe. The Owner purſued and found the Remainder, which were 


reſtored; and to Compound the Matter, a Bond of ſixteen pound w 
entred into by the Sheriff for ſuch as were eaten; and if I remember 
right, a Warrant of Attorney for Judgment. When he came to Dub- 


lin to paſs his Accompts as Sheriff, he was ſued for the Money, but to 


avoid the Suit, he liſted himſelf a Foot Soldier in the Lord Maguires 
Company, and pretended he was Enliſted in the Company twWẽô or 
three days before the Arreſt; which my Lord likewile vouched, tho 
really he was not Enliſted till after the Arreſt or Execution. Upon 
which the Attorney that took out the Action or Execution, I do not 
remember which, and the Perſon to whom he owed the Money were 
0 into great Trouble, and forced to abſcond for violating the 
Privilege of the Army; and obliged for Peace ſake to depart from their 
Claim.

and Retinue. All the Houſes in Town were taken up with ſuch Gueſts, 
who were often treacherous Spies on their Hoſts, and reckoned themſelves 
very kind, if they did not procure them to be clapt up by a falſe 
Information. The Story of one Gentleman is remarkable, related to 
a. good Family in England of his Name, as he pretended, which was 
Bromn; he lodged at one Mr. Brocks, from whom he ſtole ſeveral a.

7. If a Chriſtian Army ſhould go at this time into Greece to redeem 
the Chriſtians there from the Slavery of the Turks, I would enquire of 
any indifferent Caſuiſt, whether it were lawful for the Oppreſſed Greci- 
ans to accept of that deliverance, and to joyn heartily with and recog- 
nize their Redeemers ; and I am well afſured there is not one argument 
could be produced to juſtifie ſuch a defection in them, but it may be 
urged with greater force in our Vindication.

tinu'd thoſe Injuries and Sufferings on us, contrary to Law and juſtice, 
under which they endeavoured to perſwade us to be patient, and 
from which they would not allow us to ſeek relief; and whilſt 
they continu'd their Oppreſſions, their adviſing us to depend ſolely on 
a new Providence for our Deliverance, was the ſame reproach and ſcoff 
that the Apoſtate Inlian put on the Primitive Chriſtians, whoſe Petiti- 
ons for Juſtice he put off, by telling them, Their Maſter advis d them 
to be patient, and pronounc'd them bleſſed when perſecuted. And yet we 
did e this advice, though given in railery, and did not 
make the lealt ſtep to right our ſelves by force, till God's Providence 
appear d fignally for theſe my pe, in raiſing them up a Deliverer, 
and putting the Crown on their Majeſty's Heads. 
4. And now what Reaſon have we thankfully to embrace, and ts 


bleſs God for the kind Offers of a Prince, who out of a publick Spirit, 23 


generouſly ventured himſelf and all that he had, to fave the Proteſtant 
eligion, the Intereſt of Europe, and theſe Kingdoms in particular, 
from the united Deſigns of Fance and King James, to enſlave and ruin 
them. It is true God could have gen. ht a Miracle for us, when no- 
thing elſe would have ſaved us, but we ſhould have had little reaſon to 
expect it, if we had rejected: this contrivance of Providence that ſeem'd 
next to miraculous.

Tittle feuds that were between the Courtiers, and made their Piques uſe- 
ful to procure redreſs to ſuch Proteſtants as had been ſignally injured 
by the oppoſite Party; and ſometimes by Addreſs, and other times by

7. We found our ſelves in many ſtraits how to behave our ſelves 
under fome difficulties that fell on us about Fees for Impriſonment, con-

Credit that ſtaid, advis' d the poor People in all theſe Caſes, and kept

8. Thirdly, As to thoſe Proteſtants who had Empl loyments, and 


ſtaid on account of them, it was conſidered and debated by the moſt 
Prudent and Judicious Proteſtants: of Dublin, whether they ſhould con- 
tinue to act in them; and they univerſally, judg d it adviſeable, that 
every Proteſtant Who could either get or keep any Civil Employment 
by fair and honeſt Means, ſhould do it; moſt of. the Civil Offices were 
held by Patent, and either the Patentees or their Deputies were on the 
Place, and executed them: Now for theſe to have gone away, was to 
have given them up voluntarily into the Hands of Papiſts, and to entitle 
King James to the diſpoſal of them, without any imputation of Injuſtice: 
We therefore thought all ſuch as had any Employment or Civil Of- 
tice, obliged to ſtay in their Employ ments, till removed by force; and 
when they were removed by Act of Parliament, that voided their Of- 
ices, and new Officers were appointed, it was ſtill judged convenient 
that the former Deputies ſhould act in them; and if rhe new Patentees 
ſhould refuſe to employ them as Deputies, they ſhould nevertheleſs en- 
deavour to ſtay in them as Clerks. 1. Becauſe we were in hopes of 
recovering them in a ſhort time, by the aſſiſtance of their preſent Ma- 
xſties, and in the mean time we knew not what havock and ſpoil might 
be made of Records and Books by Popiſh Deputies, whereas if the 
Proteſtants kept in the Offices they might preſerve them, or at leaſt be 
Witneſſes of the injury that ſhould be done them, and this Contrivance 
had the effect deſign'd , the Papiſts were ſo. much ſtrangers to the Offi-, _

an account be taken on Oath from the Eye-witneſſes and ſufferers, the 
matter will appear with a much worſe Face than it is here repreſented;

3. Upon the whole, the 7-;ſh may juſtly blame themſelves and their 
Idol, the Earl of Tyrconnel, as King James may them both; for what. 
ever they have, or ſhall ſuffer in the iſſue of this Matter, fince it is ap- 
parent that the neceſſity was brought about by them, that either they 
or we muſt be ruin'd. King James (if the Earl of Tyrcome! may be be- 
lieved) chang'd his Religion on His Sollicitations, (for he often brag'd 
that he was the King's Converter.) He preferr'd the gratifying this Fa- 
vourites Ambition, to the Aﬀections of his Proteſtant Subjects in Eng- 
land and Ireland. He left England and came into Ireland on his Invita- 
tion; and he brought Ruin and Deſolation on the Kingdom, eſpecially 
on his Proteſtant Subjects, in proſecution of the Meaſures laid down by 
him; yet ſo far was he in love with this Miniſter, that he frequently, 
doth in his Proclamations and Acts of Parliament, aſcribes the ſaving of 
Ireland to him; and aſſigned him above the valve of 20m. Pounds per An- 
num, to ſupport his new Title of Duke, out of the Forfeited Eſtates 
of Proteſtants, moſt of them Condemn'd unheard, on publick Fame on- 
1y. This Perſon therefore was the true Enemy of King James; he drove 
his Maſter out of his Kingdoms, he deſtroyed him by his pernicious 
Councils, and the Kingdom of Jreland by his exorbitant and illegal 
Management; and therefore he and fuch other wicked Councellors and 
Miniſters, are only anſwerable for all the Miſchiefs that have follow'd; 
and it is much more reaſonable the Deſtructiou ſhould fall on them who

* "ren this Deponent to A him a good Jury; and that 2 
aid Dunſany, would give this De t twenty Guineas in hand, 
and three or four Waudte Pounds We foul. be. reſtored to the 
Poſſeſſion of his Eſtate. To which this Deponent made anſwer, That 
he would impoſe nothing on his Lordſhip, and that he would de him 
Right. Then the ſaid Lord Dunſeny ſwore, that this Deponent ſhould 
not repent what Kindneſs this Deponent would ſThew him ig that Af- 
fair, and ſaid he would not fail paying the twenty Guineas uphn the ne- 
turn of the ſaid Venires. This Deponent deſired the ſaid Lord of Dun- 
{any to imploy his Brother Thomas Plunke nn of that 
. : ' Concern; 
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Concern ;; which he promiſed he would do, and thereupon began to 
name ſuch as he would have of the Jury : Which this Deponent deſired 


he ſhould forbear, telling him, if this Deponent ſhould be examined to 


chat, the Aray would be quaſh'd. The ſaid Dunſany then ſaid, he 
would put the #enires into chis Deponent's Hands, and do what he 
thought fit, and ſaid, this Deponent ſhould hear from him within ſome 
ſhort time, which he performed. And chis Deponent depoſeth, that 
he did receive the ſaid two enires, either from the ſaid Lord Dunſany's 
Meſſenger, or from himſelf or one of his Servants. But this Deponent 
having recollected his Memory, is more apt to believe that it was the 
ſaid Lord of Dunſany's Meſſenger or Servant, whom this Deponent 
hach ſeen before in the ſaid Lord's Company, that came according to 


his the ſaid Lord Dum ſunys Promiſe, that delivered the ſaid Venires to 


this Deponent; for he deſired to know at his departure from this De · 
ponent, where and when the ſaid Mr. Thomas Plunker ſhould meet this 
Deponent in order to return the ſaid Writs, or Words to that effect. 
That this nent appointed him to 2 faid Thomas Plunket no- 
tice to meet him at Trim, at one Mr. Eveys Houſe, on ſuch a day as 
this Deponent cannot tax his Memory now with. That this Deponent 
having ſeveral Occaſions to this City, waited on Mr. Daley this Depo- 
nent's Counſel, now Mr. Juſtice Daley, and adviſed with him about the 
Propaſals, and faid Overtures betwixt him this Deponent, and the ſaid 
Lord of Dunſany ; and thereupon reſolved to ſerve the ſaid Lord Dun- 
ſany grate, and not to take or accept of any manner of Conſideration 
from the faid Lord of Danſany, and that he this Deponent would be ve- 
ry juſt to him; which Reſolution was approved of by the ſaid Mr. 
Juſtice Daley. This Deponent further depoſeth, That according to ap- 
pointment, being met with punctually, had ſome Diſcourſe with the 
laid Thomas Plun tet, who ſaid, The ſaid Lord of Dunſany his Brother 
was not prepared for a Trial, and that he would go on ſoon with al 
his Eſtate at once; and that them two Parcels were inconſiderable in 
reſpect of the Bulk of his Eſtate; and deſired this Deponent to reſerve 
the beſt Men, in order to return them on the Juries, when he ſhould 
put other Venires for that purpoſe in this Deponent's hands, or words 
to that purpoſe. This Deponent deſired him to conſider what he had 
to do, and he ſhould not blame him this Deponent hereafrer. He the 
laid Thomas Plunket then replied, That he would be ſatisfied with what 
Returns this Deponent ſhould make on the ſaid two Venires, and de- 
fired that the beſt Men might be reſerv'd as aforefaid.
